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JEREMIAHN HORROX,

The recent annonnecemant of Queesn Vioto-
ria to kher Parlinment, that arrangements had
been made for the seientitio observation of
the transit of the planet Venus aoross the
pan's disk. in (874, calls the attention of
lovers of science to a very rare and important
astronomical event. No person living ever
saw Venus crossing the suu, and yet the ob.
servation of this transit farnishes the most
essential elements of astronomical knowledge

Venus, as viewed by the inhabitants of the
earth, is the most benutiful and inte:astinpi
of the planetary slars. Being the secon
planet frow the sun, and the most conspicn-
ons of the two inferior planets having their
orbits within the orbit of the earth, and ap-
proaching the earth at the time of her infe-
rior conjunction within twenty-six million
miles, she cver has seemed a friendly lumi-
nary to the lovers and observers of celoeatial
sconery.

Her waximum brilliancy has been esti.
mated to equal the light of twenty fixed stars.
Her most beantiful appearance is presontad
to the equatorial regions, at the period of her
greatest clovgation, when she is seen high
above the Lorizon, shining with a pure, steady
light, like a twilight sun. She is 50 brilliaut

at certain periods as to be visible at noonday, |
and her light is so iotense in the evenings of |

her greatest splendor as to cast a shadow
upon the earth.

The body of the planet has been seen by ‘

astronomers throungh her luminouns atmo-
sphere; and her atmosphers itsell has been
observed like a pale, penumbral halo of light
during her transits,

Transits of Venus nacross the sun's disk
oceur mlternately at intervals of eight, one
hundred five and a balf, and one hundred
twenty-one and a half years. The last transit
but one took place in 1761, after an interval
of one hundred twenty-one and a half years;
the last transit took place in 1769, after nn
interval of eight years; and the next transit

will take place in 1874 (December S), after [
an ioterval of one hundred five anda half |

yoars. The transit of 1871 will not be visible
in this country.

As the olbservation of the transit of Venus '-

enables us to ascertain the sun's horizontal
parallax—an element of knowledge of the
greatest importance, since by it we deter-
wine, as accnrately as we are able, the dis-
tance of the sun from the earth, and the dis-
tances of the planets from each other—the
transit of 1574 will awaken n general interest
in the following transit, which will take place
in 1882, and which will be visible in the most
enlightened parts of the world, No one who
observes Lthe event in 1552 will ever see the
transit of Venus again,

This event, which furnishes the basis for
the most wonderful problems ever mastered
by the huwan mind, was first correctly calon-
lated, and first observed, by a young enthu-
siast of scieuce named Jeremiah Horrox,

He was Lorn at Toxteth, near Liverpool,
England, sbout the year 1620, MHe was a
dreamy, poetical youth, admired and beloved
for his mmiable disposition and for the recti-
tude of his intentions. MHe loved the night
and the sublimities of its celestial scenery;
and, while others were idling or sleeping, it
was his delight—a delight amounting at times
to rapture—to follow the stars in their
counrses, aud to roam in fancy among the
golden zoves on high,

Ere he reached the age of sighteen he had
mastered the most profound reasonings and
calculations of the German and the Danish
astronomers,

When Kepler prepared his ‘‘Rndolphine
Tables,” he discovered that the planets Mer-
cury and Venus must sometimes pass over
the disk of the sun: and he predicted a tran-
sit of Venus in the year 1631, and published
the prediction in a tract entitled “*Admonito
ad Astronomos” (Leipsie, 1624), Kepler died
before the date of the predicted transit,
Gaseendi looked for the event in Paris; but
the prediction was not fulfilled.

When the boy Horrox began the study of
astrononiy, he nsued the tables of Lansber-
gins, These tables indicated a transit of the
planet Venus in 1639, DBut the tables of
Lanshergius were imperfect, and the boy-
sstonomer procured the Iiudolphine, and
spplied himself toa close exumination of the
tables. In the weary honrs that his com.
panions devoted to recreation and repose, he
studied and ciphered until ke had recaleulated
the problems of Kepler, and demonstrated
that the transit predicted for 16331 would take
place on the 24th of November (old style),
1639,

From the age of thirteen the boy Horrox
gazed upon the evening-star, dreaming that
the day would come when he, perhaps first
among all the inhabitants that ever peopled
the earth, wonld see that planet making her
way across the disk of the sun.

e slow-paced years of his bovhood roll
on. The expected sutumn comes, with its
fading porips and dropping leaves, The No-
vember dsy that he has long seen in his
dreaws bLrightens the earth, and finds him
watching.

It is the Sabbath—the last of the fall. He
stands in a darkened room, beside an open
sheet of paper, on which lies the sun's image.
At the very hour that he expects the disclo-
sure, the church bells ring. Shall he wait
for the plauet to write its message, or shall
be go to the house of God with the worship-
pers? The question agitates his soul. He
thinks of the consequence of loaing the sight
for which he has watted for so many anxions
years, He reasons that the worship of the
Creator onght not to be neglected, even to
witness the sublimest works that the Creator
bas made, Jeremiah Horrox did what few
men that the world ever saw wonld have
done; he left the room, and repaired to the
sanotuary.

It was a cloudy day. When he returned,
the clouds had broken, and the Inminous sky
shone above him, He went to the darkened
room. There, on that white sheet of paper,
lay the sun's image, and on the sun's image
gppeared the planet Venus, disc'rsing the se.
arets of the far abysm of space, lLike the touch
of the very finger of the Invisible,

Horrox made the following apology to men
of science for suspending his observations: —

¢ observed it (the reflection of the sun's
image | from sunrise to nine o'clock; again,
little fore ten; and, lastly, at noon, and
from one to two o'clock—the rest of the day
beingedovoted to higher duties, which might
not be neglected for these pastimes.”

Horrox was twenly-one years of age, or
nearly twenty.one, when he made the obser-
vation. He died Japuary 3, 1641, shortly
after writing au account of his im nt dis-
covery. He hadhi:rturfm his last hand to his
treatise when he was called to take his
flight above the lawminous worlds. — Appleton s
Journal,
